Britaina nd Japan,” he said, “clear- 
ly discloses that with them safety 
only exists where there is superi- 
ority. The military mind~ con- 
strues ‘safety’ as synonymous with 
‘superiority.’ It would be a most 
interesting conference .f the naval 
experts of the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan should meet and 
publicly discuss the treaty. It is 
difficult to understand how all can 
lose and none gain. 

“The contentions made alike by 
the extreme big navy men in the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan that their respective coun- 
tries were discriminated against 
lead a thoughtful person to con- 
clude that thetreaty gives no sub- 
stantial advantage to any cotntry, 
but is reasonably just and fair. 
“The statesmen of the various 
countries upon whom rests the re- 
sponsibility for peace or war, for 
the imposition of taxes, for the ex- 
penditure of money, must deter- 
mine whether the treaty shall be 
ratified or rejected. They cannot 
shirk their responsibility by blind- 
ly following the recommendations 
of naval authorities. They should 
listen carefully to the representa- 
tions made by military and naval 
experts, but they should not be 
controlled by them.

The Missouri 
Pacific already owns 50 per cent 
of the former and more than 50 
per cent of the latter, and operates 
through trains over some of their 
lines. 

Heretofore. owing to the sepa-

Our inter 
settlements with our own compa- 
nies will be wholly eliminated and, 
with our connections considerably 
reduced.” 


*‘‘Nations dominated by military 
men lose their liberty and have 
never pursued the pathway of 
peace and prosperity. Military con- 
trol is contrary to the very spirit 
of American institutions.” . 

Analysis of Scrapping Section. 

Swanson gave an exhaustive an- 
alysis of the battleship scrapping 
section, under which the United 
States will dispose of three ships, 
Great Britain five and Japan one. 
He said that, after the scrapping, 
the United States would have 160 
guns in her capital ship fleet, Great 
Britain 118 and Japan 88. 

“Many of the officers with whom 
I have talked,”’ he said, “have ex- 
pressed a preference for the 
American capital ship fleet. Our 
ships have less speed but more ar- 
mor and more gun power. This 
armor - protection will be further 
increased’ when we have completed 
the modernization of otir fleet. 

“I am satisfied that under this 
treaty the ratio of $0-for the Unit- 
ed States, 10 for Great Britain and 
six for Japan has been provided 
for as substantially and practicalty 
ans it is possible to do so under any 
treaty.” 

Swanson said that, if the United 
States , should exerctse its privilege 
under the Washington treaty, of 
replacing its capital ships instead 
of accepting the battleship holiday 
proposed by the pending treaty, We 
should havé to embark upon dn ex- 
penditure of $400,000,000. 

“This treaty,” he said, “gives 
parity in battleships immediately 
between the United States and 
Great Britain instead of delaying it 
for several years, and, in addition, | 
it saves each naticn a vast expendi. 
ture. This is the most admirable 
and commendable part of the trea- 
ty and is equally beneficial to all 
three nations concerned.” 

Coming to the much controverted 
cruiser provisions, Swanson said 
the interests of the United States 
again weré amply safeguarded. 

“The difference (as to cruisers) ,”’ 
he said, “is so small that, consider- 
ing the great size of te British and 
American navies, it sinks into in- 
significance and should not be 
given serious consideration. This 
cruiser controversy over Great 
Britain's allotment involves leas 
than 3 per cent of the entire naval 
tonnage, and with Japan leas than 
2 per cent of our tonnage.” 


Swanson said that it was impos- 
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sible to go beyond. combatant 
strength in fixing the relative size 
of navies that no treaty ever 
could be arrived at if merchant 
marine strength had to be taken 
into account. 

“The only way to overcome Brit- 
ain’s advantage derived from a su- 
perior merchant marine,” he con- 
tinued, “is to build one equal to 
hers. We are now rapidly increas- 
fing our merchant marine, and I 
hope that ere long this' advantage 
possessed by Great Britain will dis- 
appear.”’ 

He pointed out, moreover, that 
there was a provision in the treaty 
which the United States could util- 
ize in lessening the handicap of 
Great Britain’s superiority in mer- 
chants ships. 

“Each nation party to the trea- 
ty,”” he said, “can construct without 
limit vessels not exceeding 2000 
tons standard displacement, if they 
do not mount guns larger than six 
inches, with no more than four 
guns above three inches and speed 
not to exceed 20 knots. Some na- 
val cfficers have testified that such 
vessels would be very efficient 
against merchant marine, and in 
addition would be more effective as 
war vessels than converted auxiliary 
cruisers. It has been testified that 
such vessels would be superior to 
auxiliary cruisers except those ex- 
ceeding 20 knots in speed. 

Can Overcome Superiority. 

“Under this provision of the 
treaty, the United States has op- 
portunity to build an unlimited 
number of these vessels to offset 
any advantage Great Britain may 
have on account-of her superior 
merchant marine. Such vessels 
would be especially effective on the 
Western Atlantic and the Eastern 
Pacific, as we have bases here to 
accommodate them. Great Britain 
has only 17 merchant ships with a 
speed exceeding 20 knots, and Ja- 
pan only two. Thus it seems to me 
that the treaty with this provision 
gives opportunity in a very sub- 
atantial way for the United States 
to overcome Great Britain’s supé- 
riority in merchant marine.”’ 

As to submarines, Swanson said 
the American delegates acted wise- 
ly in reducing the tonnage for each 
of the three nations to 52,700. He 
pointed out that, if Japan had been 
allowed to retain her present 
strength, a large amount of new 
building would have been re- 
quired for the United States to at- 
tain a 10—6 or 10—7 ratio. 

Western World Supremacy. 

“It is evident from this treaty,” 
Swanson continued, “that the 
United States obtains absolute na- 
val supremacy in the entire W:< -:- 
ern Hemisphere. 

“The American Navy under this 
treaty becomes sufficientiy strong 
to enforce the Monroe Doctrine in 
all parts o fthe Western Hemi- 
sphere. The United States Navy 
is made supreme in the wutirs of 
the Eastern Pacific and the West- 
ern Atlantic. With our basis at 
Panama, the British fleet operat- 
ing in the Western Atlantic would 
be less than a ratio of ‘three ior 
Great Britain and five for the 
United States. , 

“It seems to me to be wise to 
accept this great advantage and 
not to risk the naval strength of 
America to the uncertainties that 
must exist in a policy of competi- 
tive building. : 
“The opponents of this treaty 
have claimed that it involves new 
construction to an amount.of about 
$1,000,000,000 on. the part of the 
United States. This statement is 
entirely true. This new construc: 
tion would, of course, be spread | 
over @ number of years. This new 
construction is due to the fact that 
for the past 10 years we have 
lagged far behind Great Britain 
and Japan in~ new construction. 
This treaty in reality provides for 
a slowing up in construction on the 
part of these two countries while 
the United States catches up. 
“This may seem a large sum but 
it is just about one-half of what 
this country wi tyally have to 
spend in ® navy which 
maintains the desired ratio if the 
present treaty is not approved.”

“at this critical period of India’s 
history, when the thoughts of all 
who love that country are centered 
upon ccnstructive effort and upon 
laying well and truly the founda- 
tion of India of the future,” King 
George said, “I regard it as a happy 
augury to be able to open a build- 
ing which marks the end of one 
period of advancement and the be- 
ginning of a new. - 


“But India House stands for more 
than that. As I leok arcund me I 
see the emblems cf the religions, 
the provinces and the states of In- 
dia. This building which contains 
them surely testifies to the unity of 
India in herself. The position of 
India House among those of the 
sister nations here in the center of 
my capi further symbolizes the 
unity cf the great commonwealth 
of which she isa part.

| NDUSTRIAL alcohol has figured large in the prohibition contro-

Prohibition, properly speaking, has nothing to do with indus- 


for drinking. That, and nothing 
I doubt whether the general pub- 
lic has the slightest conception of 
the manifold uses of industrial al- 
cohol, or how impossible it would 
be to operate the industry of the 
country without it. It has more 
practical uses in industry than any 
other chemical.’ It exists in great- 
er quantities than any other liquid 
except water. Indeed, its principle 
was referred to by an eminent sci- 
entist as “‘the soul of thé vegetable 
world.”

‘By no stretch of imagination or charity can, such 
a description be applied to Gen. Edgar Jadwin, whom 
President Hoover has chosen to be chairman of the 
commission. Mr. Hoover fould have searched the list 
of eligibles without. finding a man whose viewpoint 
is more completely identified with that of the private 
power companies. Nobody would deny that Gen. Jad- 
win has been a good soldier; nobody could deny that 
he has seized every opportunity to promote the aims 
of the power exploiters, and particularly those of the 
Electric Bond and Share Co., whose subsidiaries pro- 
duce more than 15 per cent of the power generated 
in the United States. 
As chairman of an expert board assigned to study 
the Muscle Shoals problem, he approved the bid of 
the Associated Power Companies, a group of Electric 
Bond and Share subsidiaries which were seeking 
possession of the Government plant. He expressed 
serious doubts about the wisdom of building Boulder 
Dam, thus lending his voice to the campaign of ob- 
struction then being waged by a Pacific coast power 
group. As ; 
As chief of army engineers he approved the action 
of a subordinate who solicited funds from the Elec- 
tric Bond and Share Co. to complete power surveys 
in the Tennéssee River Valley, at a time when two 
subsidiaries of that giant trust were seeking Federal 
permits to develop sites in that region. 
As a member of the National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, he submitted a minority re- 
port opposing the creation of a national park at 
Great Falls, the capital’s most famous beauty spot, 
and recommended instead that the site be leased to 
private power companies for commercial development. 
But perhaps the most illuminating example was his 
action in connection with the Cove Creek site, in 
Tennessee. Cove Creek has long been recognized as 
the key to Muscle Shoals. Its development and opera- 
tion by private interests could seriously impair the 
value of the Government’s $160,000,000 investment at 
Muscle Shoals. Moreover, it is vital to public safety 
that Cove Creek should be developed and operated, 
not only as a power project, but also as a measure of 
flood control. Because of these two circumstances, it 
is logical and essential that the Government develop 
and maintain the project. 

Yet Gen. Jadwin recommended to the old Federal 
Power Commission that the Cove Creek site be turned 
over to a subsidiary of the Electric Bond and 
Share Co. 

To place a man with such a record at the head of 
a commission charged with granting or denying per- 
mits on Federal water power sites, and otherwise 
with the duty of regulating the private power inter- 
ests, would amount to a public announcement that the 
Power Trust would be permitted to regulate itself. It 
is extremely doubtful that the te could be in- 
duced to configm him. Happily, President Hoover 
has not yet sent in the General’s name. He stil] has 
time to reconsider his choice in favor of one less ob- 
viously unfitted for the job. He should do so at 
once.

There is a perfume known to the 
“nerfume-minded” as No, 3, Many 
establishments offer a No. 3. But 
“the” No. 3 is only offered to an 
extremely select and limited clien- 
tele. Its secret formula is said to 
have been in the possession of one 
aristocratic French family for 150 
years. 
Perfume prices have gone beyond 
all bounds of reason, due largely to 
the heavy sales in»America. Most 
French perfumes in the past 10 
years have increased in price more 
than 2000 per cent, although the 
rising cost of production has not 
reached 100 per cent. Perfume 
making is now another racket.

selves. Then you may excuse your- 
self, or simply slip away to the 
kitchen to bring the hot things to 
the table, see that all is as should 
be, not forgetting the tea stand or 
tea wagon, or both, which should 
be placed just back or at the right 
of your awn chair, and on which 
you have your dessert with all the 
paraphernalia of plates, etc. 
Designate the seats for each of 
your guests, and, if you like, you 


may have one of the hot dishes 
placed before the one at the end 
of the table opposite you, your 
place being, of course, at the head. 

As each course is disposed of, 
you as hostess, quietly take the 
soiled plates which the guests pass 
to you and place them on the 
lower shelf of your tea stand or, 
if you have two stands, on the one 
reserved for the solled dishes. You 
do not, naturally, begin to remove 
the used dishes until every one 


has finished.

The good reason is that diving 


- |in feet first may cause water to en- 


ter with some force into the nasal 
cavities, This, in turn, may give 
rise to a number of disease condi- 


‘Ttions of the eyes, nose and throat, 


the ears and the sinus or the cavi- 
ties in the head. 

The summer season brings «4 
crop of these infections. Many are 
the result of polluted beaches and 
unsanitary pools. 

It is unsafe to bathe In unknown 
waters. The stream that appears 
clean enough at one point may at 
some point above be the recipient 
of sewage waste. Bathing In such 
water may result in the develop- 
ment of typhoid and other gastro- 
intestinal diseases. ; 

Swimming pools where the water 
is not sterilized and not changed 
often enough, are also dangerous. 

There are certain objectionable 
items connected with swimming 
pools which everyone ought to 
avoid. One should not enter who 
has a cold or suffers from a con- 
tagious disease of the eye, nose or 
throat. 

Don't use pool water as a gargile. 
Avoid swallowing any of the water. 
Persons with perforated ear drums 
ought to protect their ears against 
the water. Nor should such per- 
sons indulge in high diving. 

Occasionally one grows deaf of 
a sudden, after immersion in water. 
Usually such deafness is due to 
the obstruction 'of the outer ear 
canal. The obstruction is due to 
the swelling of the wax present in 
the canal. 

The condition is not serious but 
may be made so by unskilled at- 
tempts to remove the obstruction.
